• of This Country. 


It is said that a single glass of vine 


probably wrecked tbe Democratic party 
in I860. The story is worth telling, 
Aftnr the breaking np of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
tbe party in Georgia held a state con- 
vention. Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of the party oonld not 
Dgree. It \vns a critical period. 


The majority report indorsed the ee- 


oedois or bolters at Charleston, while 
the minority report opposed their ac- 
tion. Tbe leading champion of the mi- 
nority was Herechel V. Johnson, and 
his followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logic wonld carry the 
day. 


It is qnite likely that snob wonld 


have boon the case bnt for an nnfortn- 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be- 
gan his speech before the noon adjourn- 
ment on the second day and concluded 
after dinner. 


Old men who remember that speech 


say that it was a powerful argnment, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon recess the speaker wonld 
demolish his opponents with a few 
sledge hammer blows. 


Bnt the overconfident friends of the 


minority report were doomed to disap- 
pointment. Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so mncb that he 
waa unable to eat anything, and he took 
n glass of wine upon an empty stomach 
to strengthen himself. This was a fatal 
nistako. That one glass of wine per- 
haps changed the destiny of the nation! 


The great orator resumed his speech, 


jut the wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose and unintelligible at 
limes. His style and argument lacked 
rigor, consistency and positiveness. His 
fiends looked at one another in despair. 
The men on the other side wore exult- 
mt. It was evident that the speaker 
ind damaged his own cause. 


Thou Hosvell Cobb and Henry fi, 


Tackson followed each other for the ma- 
ority report. They spoke with an eir 
if expectant triumph and captured tbe 
convention. 


Tbe majority report was adopted. It 


s unnecessary to follow the history of 
lio next few weeks. The national De- 
nocraoy waa completely disrupted and 
iut two tickets in the field. Lincoln 
vas elected aud the country was plung- 
ed into a civil war. Had Johnson suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Georgia conven- 
tion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
is i-afo to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and the national Demo- 
cratic party would have remained 
united. 


This is tbe story of what a little glass 


of wine did. It ruined a great party, 
caused a disastrous war, aud besides the 
loss of life cost the south over $4,000,- 
000,000. Perhaps this is rather specu- 
lative, bnt there are many who believed 
it a generation ago.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.

BIMKTAL 


There are professed bimetallists who 


rightfully contend that oar monetary 
system Is as nearly right at the present 
coinage ratio as it could be until we 
•gain treat silrer fairly. They bare no 
objection to silver eoiatge, proTlded 
tbe coinage ratio is changed to the 
commercial ratio. They insist that the 
•sample of oar forefathers in the ad op 
Uon of tbe then existing commercial 
ratio was right, and that we could do 
the same to-day. Tbe flaw In this reas- 
oning le that it id based.npon the utter- 
ly false assumption that gold is on- 
changeable in exchangeable value as a 
commodity, and is not affected by the 
extraordinary demand made upon it as 
tbe sole metal now need by us and no 
many of tbe civilized nations of tbe 
world as fall legal tender money. If 
this position is granted, wbioh we be- 
lieve is indisputable, that this extra de- 
mand for gold has had a tendency to 
destroy the equilibrium between the 
•xobangeable value of gold and silver, 
and that as soon as this extra demand 
oeaeee it will restore the equilibrium, 
one sore step will be made in solving 
the silver question. The real bimetal- 
lists demand the fall legal tender pow 
er of silver as a simple remedy for such 
• serious complaint »• a continuous 
and pernicuous world-wide fall in 
prices, as far as it is caused by an extra 
demand for gold. 


Woo is mistaken as to the position 


that we mast now measure tbe ex- 
changeable value of our silver dollar 
by tbe existing bloated exchangeable 
value of our gold dollar? The settle* 
ment of the silver question between 
bone.it end intelligent men rests in tbis 
decision. If the price of gold bas not 
been inflated since '73 tben this coin- 
age ratio of 16 to 1 is unwise and dis- 
honest. If tbe value of gold has been 
inflated why not remove the cause 
which has been at work for so long, and 
then by experiment, find out if oar 
present ratio is not sound? Tbis ex 
perlment is tbe only solution of the 
problem. As a leader of nations we 
are confident that we are in a petition 
to lead the world in sound finances. 


We mast not forget that we bad no 


special trouble in relation to the coin- 
age ratio from the organization of our 
mints in 1792 (if we are not mistaken 
In tbe date), to 1873, when silver was 
demonetized. The relative annual 
production of silver in tbe world to tbe 
gold produced was far greater in the 
first half of tbe century than in the 
last half. Since 1878 silver is used 
snore extensively for coinage than 
ever before, but the mischievous mis- 
take bas been made inits treatment, so 
that it ia not absolutely a fall legal 
tender as it nsed to be, neither in oar 
nation or in many of tbe other leading 
nations of tbe world. Hence we are all 
tbe more eapbatio in our demand that 
at least the full legal tender function 
of silver should be restored by as, as a 
leading aatlon, before we can tcake a 
fair teet of the real commercial vaiue 
of silver and gold, or make any change 
whatever in our existing coinage ratio.

If tbis is sustained 
tbe old board of County Commission- 
ers should cell a special election to 
elect oounty officers, and tbe Governor 
should oall a special session of the 
legislature to repass the bills that 
were voted upon by tbe Washoe dele- 
gation, who, it appears, 
were not 


elected at all. One of them voted for 
Stewart, ao a new election for United 
States Senator is requisite to entitle 
the "grand old man" to bis seat in the 
npper bouie of Congress. 


IK a comparatively short time India, 


with its nearly 300,000,000 people, will 
have the gold standard. The only 
large mass of people who will not have 
that standard will be tbe Chinese. 
But Ghina is being divided among 
gold standard nations. Russia, Eng- 
land, France and Germany will take 
the gold standard to Ohina with them. 


Tbe foregoing Is from the Chicago 


Tribune, a gold standard paper. To 
make tbe statement complete and alto- 
gether instructive, tbe Tribune should 
bare told its readers several tnings in 
addition to wbat that brief "except" 
contains. In the Srst place it should 
have informed them that 300,000,000 
people living in India bad no more 
voice in the fastening of the gold sten 
dard npon them than if they were 
800,000,000 monkeys. 


THB Utah Legislature adjourned with- 


out electing a United States Senator.

CITY WATER SUPPLIES. 


Few I Fact8 Concerning Water, Fore 


and Otherwise. 


Having in view the problem of pure 


water which ie now agitating the city 
ot Reno, an article concerning existing 
conditions in other municipalities may 
not prove uninteresting. It is a con- 
ceded fact that the responsibility of 
city officials for neglect to furnish 
wholesome water can no longer be 
evaded. Whether the works are built 
and controlled by private parties or 
by the city itself it ie the prime dnty of 
the council to see that the waiter fur- 
nished be of sufficient quantity and 
good quality. 


The quantity of the water used in 


cities depends npon the character of 
the industries principally engaged in, 
and varies from 25 to 200 gallons per 
day to the individual. In manufactur- 
ing towns, and where water is used for 
fountains and elevators, tbe amount of 
water used is greatest, Allegheny, 
Pa., uses 200 gallons per day, Buffalo 
193, while Fall River does well with 
only 29 gallons per day to the man. 
All running water has its source in the 
rainfall, and where it is supplied from 
springs or rivers where the summer 
flow if greater than the amount need 
in the city, as it is with RBLO, for in- 
stance, no time need be given to dis- 
cussing the quantity. 


The question of greatest importance 


is the quality. There was once a time 
when good taste and appearance were 
deemed ample guides in selecting pure 
water, but that time has passed. An- 
alysis has shown water, which to all 
appearances was pure and wholesome, 
to contain poisonous bacteria in great- 
er or less quantities. It often happens 
that water polluted with sewage, or- 
ganic or mineral matter, tastes and 
looks as well in that condition as when 
it IB sterilized. As a result of tbie. 
many methods of purifying have been 
devised, several of which are success- 
fully need. 


The death rate from typhoid fever 


has been greatly reduced in Berlin and 
London since the alteration of their 
water supplies. la Zurich the typhoid 
fever mortality was reduced to one- 
teiitb of what it was before the intro- 
duction |of filters for purifying 
the 


water supply. 


Tbe water used in Lawrence, Mass., 


contains the sewage of Lowell, tea 
miles above. Records of many years 
show that a short time after a typhoid 
epidemic had started at Lowell one 
would also start at Lawrence, as the 
germs of the disease were carried down 
tbe river. In 1893 a system of purify- 
ing tbe water by alteration was intro- 
duced at Lawrence. Since that time 
another plague of typhoid has come 
upon Lowell, but for the first time in 
tbe history of the two cities it was not 
followed by one at Lawrence. 


There are several ways in which a 


city's water supply may 
be made 


wholesome for ail purposes, 
Sponge 


or metallic iron is used with good re- 
sults in the cities of Holland and Ger- 
many. It has been found that impure 
water may be rendered almost sterile 
by continued agitation with coke and 
charcoal, even when these materials 
are not in a fine state of division. Al- 
lowing the water to stand in a reservoir 
permits many impurities to settle to 
the bottom, and thus improves it, pro- 
viding there is sufficient motion to 
prevent stagnation. However, if the 
water in the reservoir is not deep this 
method is not good. Scientists have 
found that river Water running into 
deep reservoirs contains from five to 
tea tiujeB as many bacteria as that 
running out of the sime. Addition of 
certain salts of iron to the water has a 
salutary effect, 
but this entails a 


greater expense than by the use of the 
sand filter bed. 


Tbe method generally conceded to 


be the best coasista of straining the 
water through prepared Baud filters, in 
which is often mixed oxidizing or pre- 
cipitating materials. Slow fllteration 
through pure sand is without doubt 
the cheapest way to cleanse city water.

Death of a Plonear Actress. 


Mrs. Waller, the pioneer mountain 


actress of California, died a few weeka 
ago In New York City. She was an 
actress of more than ordinary talent, a 
fine looking and even beautiful woman 
and of irreproachable character and 
reputation. Of course such a woman 
was a great favorite in California in the 
early fifties, where reversing the Mor- 
mon preachers favorite argument, 
"Women scarce and men plenty." She 
was an English woman with decided 
English pronunciation, especially in 
song. Many old Californians doubt- 
less remember her rendition of her 
favorite ballad, "Tbe 'orn of the 'untor 
ia 'eard on the 'ill."
